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RUMM EL 


The Rummel family are of German origin. A town of the same 
name existed in the province of Prussia (now in that part of Ger- 
many included in Poland). The name is also known in Bavaria, 
where General Rommel in World War 11 had his home. 

The family came to America in large migrations before the 
Revolutionary War & settled in Pennsylvania. Our branch of the 
family is though to have lived in Lancaster County & then to have 
moved to East Palistine, Ohio. 

Our earlist known ancestor was Henry Rummel Sr., was born in 
1783, possibly born in Pennsylvania. He was married first to 

- On Aug. 26, 1812 he enlisted in the war and 
served under Samuel Dennison's Ohio Militia. He enrolled at Pol- 
and, Trumbul County, Ohio and was discharged at Sandusky, Ohio. 
On New Years Day, 1815 he was married (secondly ?) to Elizabeth 
Stump of Springfield township, Columbiana Gounty, Ohio. The United 
States Cenus of that county for 1820 show that he was living with 
his wife & two daughters, under ten years old, but no son. From 
that and the date of Henry Rummel Jr's. birth, we must conclude 
that he had married the mother of Henry Jr. priviously and that 
the son was elsewhere at the time the census was taken. In 1855 
Henry Rummel Sr. sold his bounty land (numbérs: #14785 & 120 55) 
to John Whitmore of Mahoning County, Ohio. The bill of sale was 
witnessed by Adeline Davis and H.C. Lewis. The date of 1871 is 
the last we know in the life of Henry Rummel Sr. In that year he 
was 78 years old and living and drawing a penion in the County of 
Ashtabula, Ohio.

Henry Rummel was born in Cumberland Pa. June 3, 1802, a son 
of Henry & Elizabeth Rummel, Natives of Pa., who moved to Colum- 
biana County, Ohio in 1800 where they both died. He was married 
March 17, 1825 to Elizabeth Perky, also a native of Pa., born 
Sept 20, 1806. In 1844 they moved to Steuben County, Ind. and 
settled in Richland Township where the wife died Aug. 3, 1875. 
Mr. Rummel is living on the homestead, his widowed daughter, 

Mrs. Caroline Willard keeping house for him. She has been twice 
married. Her first husbznd Henry Jackman to whom she was married 
Sept. 12, 1863 died Aug 7, 1868 leaving one daughter Isabelle. 
May 25, 1876, she married Joseph Willard. He died Feb. 18, 1880, 
leaving two children Mary and Henry. Six sons of Mr. Rummel were 
in the Rebellion-George, Henry, Jacob, Alexander, Alfred, and 
David. The last died while in service. Mr. Rummel was formerly 
a Democrat, but now affilates with the Repuplican party. He is 
an active member of the Disciples Church as was also his wife. 


Alfred Rummel-born 4-19-1841; died in Service. The father, 
Henry Rummel died 7-08-1892 at Hamilton, Ind. He and his wife 
are buried in the Hamilton, Ind. Cemetery.

ELIJAH BEARD 


Elijah beard was born in the state of New Hamshire, 2-17-1794, 
a son of Elijah Beard Sr. Who was a native of Scotland. klijah 
Beard Jr., & Lucy Horn were married in Stanstead, Canada East in 
1817. She was a native of Norwich, Conn., born in 1802. They lived 
in Canada a few years & their 3 oldest children were born there, 
Franklin, Charles B., and Jane. ‘they subsequently moved to Vermont, 
where 3 children, Phoebe, Klijah (who died in infancy), and Herman 
were born. In 1832 they moved to Niagara County, N.Y. & remained a 
year and while there Luman was born on Jan. 3, 1834. In 1834 they 
moved to Huron County, Ohio and 5 children, Mary, Harrison, Henry, 
Harriet, and Albert were born to them there. In 1849 they moved to 
Steuben County, Indiana, and settled in Otsego township, owning 80 
acres in section 12. Before his death he sold their farm and they 
lived with their children. He died aged 82, and she died 10-8-1881. 


LUMAN HORN BEARD 


Luman Horn Beard, son of Elijah & Lucy (Horn) Beard, was born 
1-3-1834. He was married 11-21-1858, to Jane W. Rummel, a native 
of Columbiana Co., Ohio, born 2-12-1835, a daughter of Henry and 
Elizabeth Rummel. Mr. Heard enlisted in Company K 68th Ohio Inf., 
on 10-28-1861. He was discharged in Oct. 1864 at Evansville, Ind. 

To Mr. & Mrs. Beard were born 6 children, Talma died in infancy; 
Henry R. was married in 1884 to Ida May Noragon; Uharles L. died at 
the age of 20 years, 2-9-1884; Benjamin Franklin married Viola Ni- 
chols; David A. died when about 20 years old: Minnie Jane was born 
March 15, 1872 & married Cassius W. Hagerty, 12-21-1893. The Beard 
families have lived in or near Hamilton, Ind. All have died.
